Quinn is well qualified to speak 
at commencement, for besides being et »nresent a teacher 
at Temple University he is editor of the Ethical After— 
math Series, a staff memver of the Peceral Meciation and 
Donciliation Service, a member of the American Arbitration 
Associc.tion end a Consultant to the Catholic Interracial 
Council and cirector of "DevelopingComaunity Responsibility;
